The arrangement is a gi-and household 
necessity and is being used by many of 
the hospitals, having been recently in- 
troduced in the hospitals at Chicago 
and elsewhere. Dr. Wilbur, in his 
health lectures at the Masonic Temple, 
spoke of the necessity of cleanliness and 
it can be attained in no better way than 
by the use of this tub.

The connoil met as a commit^ on 
streets at the City hall last night to 
listen to the protests and suggestions of 
citizens regarding the proposed paring 
of the streets. 


For DeWald street, from Broadway to 
Calhoun, Nicholas Mertz and thirty-five 
others, objected to the improvement. 
Ira Rupert also presented a remon- 
strance, signed by a number of property 
owners, asking that the matter be de- 
ferred at least for two years. Daniel 
Nestel, Thomas Sinclair and Geo. Wil- 
son joined in the protest. 


For Hanna street, south of the rail- 
road to Wallace street, Terrence Martin 
protested against cedar blocks in favor 
of the asphalt. 


Dr. G. W. Bowen protested against 
the

street. 


On West Jefferson street, from Harri- 
son street to Broadway, the property 
owners remonstrated against changing 
the foundation as originally intended, 
that of rolled sand with cedar blocks. 
They also objected to changing the 
width of the street. 


For East Washington street, from 
Hanna to Harmer, John Vordermark 
favored live, sapless cedar blocks with 
six inches of sand when rolled. 


On Harmer and Washington, to Mau- 
mee road, no objection raised. 


On Harrison, from Berry to Wayne 
streets, and on Harrison from Wayne to 
Jefferson, no objection was made. 


The resolution on Broadway, from 
Wayne to Pritchard, was discussed by 
Michael Shaffer, A. J. Langhor and 
others. Some thought Broadway should 
be paved clear through, and the side- 
walks left as they are, at ten feet. 


No objection was raised for Fairfield 
avenue from Brackenridge streets to 
Creighton avenue. 


Mr. Jacob Kline favored the improve- 
ment, but wants sand under the cedar 
blocks. 


Tbe residents of Wallace street pre- 
sented a remonstrance against a brick 
pavement, and in favor of qedar block.

Parties owning building lots, which 
they are trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and so far ont, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home sdek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 
sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has ¡^even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diifi- 
cully, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main

sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down toe side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing toe river.

Parties owning building lots, which 


they are trying to sell, that are located 
u mile from any sewer and so far ont, 
bat a sewer is not likely to reach them 
luring tho present century, are ea- 
leavoring to halt the ruah of Iioma stok- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that Hewers iu that addition, 
if put dowii low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There ia nothing in tbis objection for 


he following reasons: 


Pirst: 1'orfc Wayne residences had no 


sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has ^eveu the 
central part of the residence portion of 
.he city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 


en in i'ort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all tlie outlying addi- 


-ions to Fort Way no are eo far removed 
rom sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
& a long time before they can be BO con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" 
ia 
underlaid 


with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
Yon have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep iii your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, <mer it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
ib disposed of without the least 
diffi- 


culty, even Tvitlionta newer. 


Fifth : When sewers are wanted civil 


engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property abont Fort Wayne 
BO easily and BO cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside.
